Cabaret tear-gassed, 
soldierfaces charges 

VICTORIA — A serviceman l mm Cana- 
dian Forces Base Work Point, near Vic- 
toria, fact* a number of charges after 
allegedly releasing a tear gas grenade 
December 1 1 in the w ashroom of a 
Victoria gay bar. 

The grenade forced more than 100 
Saturday nighi pat rons of Pal's Cabaret , 
a well known Victoria gay establish- 
ment, to crowd down a narrow stairwell 
into the street. The gas made several 
people ill, and one had to be treated by 
paramedics at the scene. No one was 
seriously injured. 

Breni Carmichael, assistant manager 
at Pal's, LoJd ftif*: " ti was a l^irorist ac- 
tivity. The fire marshal has told us lhe 
grenade could easily have started a Tire. 
As h was , li atmosl blinded everyone." 
The su spett, according Id Carmichael, 
had been noted previously at PaTs and 
at another nearby gay bar, bul had not 
been thought to be hostile. 

Since the auaek, Pal’ shas N had really 
good Support ' 8 from the gay commun- 
ity, Carmichael noted. '‘(The bombing!

in violence and Terrorism, " It look the

City prostitution law 
overturned by court 

OTTAWA — Following a receni 
Supreme Court of Canada i ultng that a 
t’nJgmry anti-prostilulion byLaw is un- 
cnratitutimuL the federal government i- 
hL-tnk urged lo amend l hr Criminal Code 
SnO [hat police force.', enn more easily 
crack down on prostfimes. 

The Calgary bylaw wav s*ruck down 
January 25 because the dty had in 
fr i n get! on criminal in w w h k h it II d er 
fedcraJ jurisdiction. So, once again, 
several rauuicipalil|j» are turning to 
Ottawa fur help. They want the Crimin- 


al Code amended so that soliciting need 
not be (as i i now must be) " u pie5si n|i and 
persistent’ to be an offence. 

Justice minister Mark MacCuigiltt, 
however, i >5 reluctant to amend the Code 
because he’s not certain that press* Ltui ion 
8 ‘is a national problem, 13 

Oilier federal politicians.* including 
Judy trola ? the minister jesponsible for 
the status of women, are determined 10 
a void changes in the Law that would 
allow police to arbitrarily harass inno- 
cent women and men The "pressing 
and peisiKLtm" qualification was de- 
signed lo prevent l Kis Lind of abuse. 

Tory justice tsrl tic Ray Hnalyshyn 
favours amemitnfi the Code and thinks 
ihal MacGulgan is “copping-out” 
because' ‘the government doesn't want 
to regulate M>ci al more's . ' 1 

[f the governmcnl is indeed .shying 
away from regulating morality, it seems 
not unwilling to give that power to 
municipalities. MucGuigan said he is 
seeking a way for Ottawa to delegate its 
authority over some criminal law 10 local 
govern men ts. This could mean empow- 
ering jnunicipaliri-es to pass bylaws such 
as the one defeated in Calgary.

Accused “not guilty” 
in entrapment cases 

TORONTO — Provincial Court judges 
recently dismissed charges Laid a^ilinst 
two gay men netted in police entrapment 
opera* ions. 

Borh men were arrested last summer 
in Etobicoke's Marie Curtis Park by 
plainclothes officers posing as gay men, 
and were charged with indecent acquit. 
One of the men was. I'uri her charged with 


commuting Lin indecent act. 

In the first ease l he Crown alleged LhaE 
ihe defendjjm had approached a plain- 
clothes officer and asked him to prime m 
a moie secluded area of the park . There, 
ihe Crown claimed, the man began lo 
masturbate himsell and groped the offi- 
cer. At * his point the arrest took place. 

While he accepted the Crown’s evi 
deuce a* face value, Judge! J Bclo 
hradic dismissed the indecent assault 
charge He concluded l h at the accused 
"held a mistaken beliefs that the officer 
also was looking For "what may be call- 
ed a homosexual encounter.” An essen 
tial par*, of the charge of indecent assault 
is intcnl to carry out the act M eithei 
k no wing * he complainant docs not con- 
sent oj recklessly nor taring whether 
there is consent or not, 1 ' he suled. 

The charge that the accused "did 
wilfully commit an indeccnL act, Lo wit 
expose his private pares in a public place 
in the presence of one or more persons* 1 ' 
la red no better. The judge luled, "There 
mu 5 l be a I leasl a reasonable doubt us LO 
wherher the accused thought ihe com- 
plainant was participating. 1 ’ He added, 
"If the complainant acts in SUCll a way 
as |o induce lhe accused lo believe erro- 
neously that the complainant is pnrrid- 
patijig... the complainant ought nm to 
be Heated as u ‘person 1 within the mean- 
ing nf Section lfty (of Lhe Cnminal 
Code)/ 1 

On November 29, 19S2, Provincial 
Court Judge V A Lampkin similar ly Sis* 
missed a charge of indecent assault 
against another man who, the Crown 
alleged, had grabbed a police officer's 
crotch. Evidence before the court was 
that lhe officer, dressed in casual 
clothes, hail been walking hack and 
forth in the park and glancing at The 
accused before the "assault" took place. 
I he officer testified stiaL hi.? repealed 
glances were only for the purpose of 
observing ihe accused . The accused had 
reached a diffemu conclusion. 

Lampkin ruled that, given lhe area's 
reputation as ,L a known homosexual 
park” and rim officer's bcha viiour K the 
accused's conclusion Ehal the officer was 
cruising him, was “att honest belief lhat 
t here was eumen L . " * 


Both cases itluslralc that when the 
police resort lo enlrapmem <0 make 
arrest.?, I here arc legal pitfalls for the 
police, a* well as certain defences for 
their victims.
